Presidents' Letters 


i    hese  are  exciting  times  at  The  New  England  College  of 
Optometry  marked  hy  strong  growth  in  all  program  areas. 
JL      New  classrooms  and  laboratories  have  been  built,  and  old 
spaces  restored.  The  gain  in  National  Eye  Institute  research  funding 
in  the  last  two  years  exceeds  all  other  colleges  of  optometry.  The 
full  renovation  of  the  New  England  Eye  Institute  and  revitalization 
of  our  clinical  programs  ensures  us  that  the  core  of  our  educational 
agenda  will  remain  intact.  The  growth  of  endowment  from  one  to 
six  million  dollars  in  the  last  seven  years  provides  financial  strength 
for  the  first  time. 

Because  we  have  come  so  far,  it  is  tempting  to  declare  victory. 
However  some  programs  have  changed  little.  Among  these  are  our 
alumni  programs.  The  relationship  between  this  College  and  its 
alumni  should  be  a  lasting  one.  Your  professional  education  was  first 
nurtured  by  this  institution.  It  should  not  have  ended  at  graduation. 
Rathet,  your  growth  as  a  health  care  practitioner  should  be  support- 
ed by  the  values  and  skills  instilled  in  those  first  years,  advanced  by 
the  College's  current  contributions  to  the  sciences  of  this  profes- 
sion, and  guided  through  the  purposeful  delivery  of  continuing 
optometric  education  at  the  highest  level. 

The  College  must  critically  evaluate  its  success  in  meeting  the 
needs  and  expectations  of  its  alumni.   The  initial  assessment  will 
reveal  the  need  to  broaden  our  efforts  to  assist  alumni  in  their  per- 
sonal and  professional  growth.  Last  year,  Dr.  Cavallerano  organized 
the  College's  first  alumni  continuing  education  weekend.  This  fall, 
October  19  and  20,  the  second  of  what  will  become  an  annual 
event  will  be  held.  We  encourage  you  to  mark  your  calendars  for 
this  weekend  of  educational  and  social  programs. 

The  alumni  weekend  is  but  one  activity.  Many  more  programs  are 
needed  if  the  College  is  to  fulfill  its  obligation  to  alumni.   Your  sug- 
gestions are  welcomed.  Contact  our  Director  of  Alumni  Affairs,  Ms. 
Kerry  Sullivan  (617/236-6285)  or  become  active  in  the  Alumni 
Association.  This  organization  can  transform  your  ideas  into 
College  actions.  We  require  your  help.   The  Alumni  Association 
must  expand  to  include  new  venues  for  alumni  participation  and 
education,  its  leadership  must  grow  beyond  the  dedicated  few,  and 
its  energy  must  come  from  hundreds  of  individuals,  not  a  loyal 
handful. 

The  New  England  College  of  Optometry  needs  your  support  and 
participation  more  than  ever  before.  Especially  in  helping  us  devel- 
op those  programs  which  will  be  most  meaningful  to  you  as  an 
alumnus/a  of  this  College.  Invest  in  your  future,  in  the  future  of  the 
profession,  by  assisting  us  in  the  development  of  valued  alumni 
programs.

Five  Year  Report 

As  I  round  the  corner  to  my  sixth  and  final  year  as  President 
of  the  Alumni  Association,  I  would  like  to  take  a  look  back 
at  how  the  Association  has  grown  and  prospered.   About  five  years 
ago  I  sent  a  request  to  ALL  alumni  asking  them  what  they  per- 
ceived to  be  the  most  important  issues  in  the  College/Alumni 
relationship.   A  number  of  issues  rose  to  the  top  of  the  responses. 
First,  a  number  of  alumni  felt  it  was  time  for  the  Alumni 
Association  to  align  itself  closer  with  the  College.  After  much 
discussion  at  the  alumni  board  level  and  negotiation  with  President 
Clausen,  the  merger  became  a  reality.  With  this  new  alliance,  we 
were  able  to  meet  the  challenge  of  a  number  of  issues  brought  for- 
ward by  my  original  survey  request.   Most  importantly  the  lines  of 
communication  were  opened.  Kerry  Sullivan  was  hired  as  the 
Director  of  Alumni  Affairs,  and  on  her  first  day,  she  had  arranged 
two  class  reunions,  with  many  to  follow  in  the  2  1/2  years  she  has 
been  here.  Class  members  are  encouraged  to  arrange  class  reunions 
by  calling  Kerry  for  class  list  and  details.   As  well,  we  have 
increased  the  number  of  issues  of  Perspective  from  two  to  three  a 
year. 

Alumni  asked  for  more  alumni  activities.  So  we  have  revived  the 
Alumni  Annual  Meeting  and  Luncheon  during  NECO  The  25th 
and  50th  class  reunions  celebrated  at  this  luncheon.   Dr. 
Cavallerano,  as  Director  of  Continuing  Education,  organized  the 
first  Alumni  CE  weekend  last  fall.   The  next  Alumni  CE  Weekend 
will  be  held  October  19-20,  1996.  The  golf  tourney's  have  been 
great  fun  and  support  the  Dr.  Foster  "Bear"  Namias  Scholarship 
Fund.  The  nexr  golf  tournament  is  scheduled  for  September  30, 
1996. 

Young  alumni  have  been  asked  to  support  the  school  other  than 
through  financial  commitments.  The  College  admissions  represen- 
tatives, developed  by  Director  of  Admissions,  Larry  Shattuck,  con- 
nects area  alumni  with  admission  candidates.  At  present  there  are 
150  alumni  in  this  program. 

The  last  frequently  requested  service  was  alumni  use  of  the  College 
library.   The  library  is  available  to  alumni  in  the  following  ways: 
access  to  the  stacks  and  reference  rooms  during  normal  library 
hours.  There  is  free  access  to  the  library's  CD  Medline  -  end  users 
search  capabilities.   Literature  search  and  retrievals  are  available  on 
a  fee  for  service  basis.  With  varying  academic  schedules,  please  call 
the  library  at  617/236-6263  for  details  and  operating  schedules. 

Have  we  done  a  good  job?  I  think  so.   Dues  paying  alumni  are 
up  as  well  as  financial  support  as  evidenced  by  annual  phona- 
thons,  the  Annual  Fund,  and  the  2000  In  Sight  campaign. 
Is  there  more  to  do?  1  think  so.  But  once  again,  we  need  your 
input.

Dr.  Solaski  is  teaching  in 

the  second  year  problem  based  learning  course, 

Introduction  to  Clinical  Care,  Ocular  Disease  labs,  and 

precepting  at  the  New  England  Shelter  for  Homeless 

Veterans  Eye  Clinic. 
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From  October  30  to  November  29,  1995,  five  Chinese  scholars,  Drs.  Liang  Dan,  Qu  Xia  Mei,  Sun  XuGuang 

and  Wang  JianHua,  visited  the  College  to  participate  in  a  one  month  intensive  contact  lenses  training 

course.  These  scholars  are  practicing  ophthalmologists  from  the  large  hospitals  affiliated  with  the  medical 

universities  and  colleges  in  the  major  cities  of  China,  such  as  Beijing  (Peking),  Shanghai,  Guangzhou 

(Canton),  Hangzhou  and  Wenzhou.  The  course  was  made  possible  through  the  generous  sponsorship  of 

Johnson  &  Johnson,  Vistakon. 

This  program  is  being  conducted  under  the  College's  affiliation  agreement  with  Wenzhou  Medical  College 
and  the  National  Optometry  Research  Center  in  China.  The  goal  of  this  particular  program  is  to  enable  fac- 
ulty from  all  over  China  to  develop  the  knowledge  and  skills  needed  to  improve  the  quality  of  contact  lens 

care  nationwide. 

The  program  included  a  series  of  lectures  and  labs  given  by  College  faculty  members  Drs.  Ronald  Watanabe, 

Kenneth  Lebow,  Guang-Ji  Wang,  and  guest  lecturers  Drs.  Christina  Schnider  of  Pacific  University  and 

Sarita  Soni  of  Indiana  University.  As  part  of  this  unique  program,  the  scholars  worked  to  develop  course 

materials  for  training  Contact  Lens  Fitters  in  China.  At  the  farewell  banquet,  Dr.  Joseph  Bickford, 

Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  conferred  upon  each  of  the  participants  a  certificate  acknowledging  their 

successful  completion  of  the  program. 

In  mid-January  1996,  this  group  joined  two  previous  scholars,  Drs.  Qu  Jia  and  Lu  Fan,  in  holding  a  contact  lens 

training  course  for  approximately  fifty  Chinese  ophthalmologists  and  contact  lens  fitters  in  Shanghai,  China. 

This  has  been  heralded  as  a  very  successful  program  by  Ophthalmologic  societies  in  China  and  abroad. 

In  total  seven  scholars  have  successfully  completed  the  training  program  at  the  College  since  inception. 
Under  the  continuing  generous  sponsorship  of  Vistakon,  another  team  will  be  coming  to  Boston  for  contact 

lens  training  in  the  near  future.

Continuing  Education  Program  in 
Brescia,  Italy 

The  Center  for  International  Advancement  of  Optometry 
recently  organized  a  continuing  education  program  in 
Brescia,  Italy.  Over  a  3  day  period,  Dr.  Ronald  K.  Watanabe 
delivered  20  hours  of  lecture  on  Advanced  Contact  Lenses 
to  Italian  optometrists.  Dr.  Joanne  Caruso,  Coordinator  of 
the  International  Programs  in  Italy,  and  Dr.  Bina  Patel, 
Director  of  the  International  Program  made  a  presentation 
to  the  attendees  on  The  Advanced  Standing  International 
Program  and  its  importance  in  the  advancement  of 
Optometry  worldwide. 

The  Center  for  the  International  Advancement  of 
Optometry  is  presently  working  with  The  Federottica  and 
The  Albo  degli  Optometristi  in  Milan,  Italy  to  establish  a 
second  offering  of  the  Advanced  Standing  International 
Program  in  Italy.  Mr.  Guiseppe  Ricco,  President  of  the 
Federottica,  and  Mr.  Francesco  Boscetti,  representative  of 
the  Albo  degli  Optometristi,  made  presentations  to  the 
attendees  regarding  the  importance  of  advancing  the  profes- 
sion of  Optometry  in  Italy. 

Dr.  Caruso  was  presented  with  a  book  on  the  Coliseum  from 
the  Albo  degli  Optometristi  for  her  work  in  establishing  and 
coordinating  the  second  offering  of  the  Advanced  Standing 
International  Program  in  Italy.  This  second  offering  is 
scheduled  to  begin  this  fall.

Dr.  Cleland  is  the  director  of  the  45th  Army  Field  Hospital  in  Vecenza, 
Italy,  our  clinical  affiliatin  in  Italy. 
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Optometry  in  South  Africa  is  making  significant 
strides  in  primary  care  optometry.  Since  the  new 
government  has  been  in  place  (April  1994),  one  of 
the  major  proposed  government  changes  has  been 
health  care  reforms  of  the  previous  health  system 
which  had  catered  the  private  and  urban  sectors  of 
the  country. 

Eye  care  plays  a  small  but  significant  role  in  health 
care  reform  in  South  Africa  in  comparison  to  other 
goals.   However,  in  1994,  the  South  African 
Optometric  Association  recognized  the  need  to 
expand  the  profession  towards  primary  care  optom- 
etry and  had  the  support  of  educational  institu- 
tions. An  agreement  was  signed  with  The  New 
England  College  of  Optometry  in  1994  to  deliver 
6  courses  in  ocular  disease  tract  to  upgrade  the  pre- 
existing South  African  optometric  standards. 
Approximately  230  optometrists  have  completed 
the  Certificate  of  Advanced  Study.  As  an  ongoing 
initiative  to  ensure  education  and  further  training 
of  optometrists,  the  head  of  continuing  education 
at  the  South  African  Optometric  Association 
signed  another  agreement  with  Dr.  Larry  Clausen 
in  December  1995  to  repeat  the  Certificate  of 
Advanced  Study  commencing  March  1996. 

Legislative  initiatives  during  the  past  two  years 
have  been  ongoing  and  full  diagnostic  pharmaceu- 
tical agents  usage  has  been  approved  by  the  South 
African  Medical  Dental  Council  and  the  therapeu- 
tic usage  petition  has  been  heard  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health.  Those  who  have  completed  the 
Certificate  of  Advanced  Study  will  be  eligible  to 
further  their  practice  of  optometry  and  provide 
better  care  to  their  patients,  in  lieu  of  the  govern- 
ment's goals  to  meet  South  Africa's  population 
needs.

William  R.  Baldwin  has 

earned  a  reputation  for 
getting  things  done.   Dr. 
Baldwin  served  as 
President  of  The  New 
England  College  of 
Optometry  from  1969- 
1979,  and  guided  its 
growth  from  a  small 
school  with  just  three 
full-time  faculty;  to  a 
world  class  leader  in 
optometric  education. 
An  instrumental  force  in 
obtaining  over  $3  million 
in  grants  from  the 
National  Institutes  of 
Health,  he  brought  about 

major  changes  in  the  College  and  guided  its  growth  during  a 

critical  period  of  its  development. 

As  part  of  his  enduring  legacy,  Dr.  Baldwin  introduced 
curriculum  reform  that  helped  change  the  science  of 
optometry  from  "refraction  and  spectacle  peddling  to  primary 
eye  care."  This  revision  became  a  model  for  schools 
nationwide,  and  helped  to  elevate  the  profession  by  requiring 
a  strong  emphasis  on  general  health  sciences,  biological 
sciences,  and  pharmacology.   Dr.  Baldwin  also  initiated 
nationwide  recruiting  programs  for  both  faculty  and  students, 
and  is  responsible  for  moving  the  College  to  its  present 
Beacon  Street  location. 

In  1991,  Dt.  Baldwin  was  named  president  of  the  River 
Blindness  Foundation,  an  organization  dedicated  to 
controlling  Onchocerciasis,  a  parasitic  disease  which  infects 
over  20  million  people  annually  in  developing  countries. 
During  the  next  four  years,  Dr.  Baldwin  worked  to  eliminate 
political  and  cultural  obstacles  to  combating  the  disease,  and 
to  raise  necessary  funds  to  coordinate  efforts  on  a  global 
scale.   In  1994,  the  World  Health  Organization  declared  that 
Onchocerciasis  control  should  be  a  priority  in  every  affected 
nation,  and  with  the  help  of  Merck  &  Co.  and  other  partners, 
the  River  Blindness  Foundation  is  well-positioned  to  fulfill  its 
mission.  In  1995,  Dr.  Baldwin  retired  as  president  of  the 
foundation. 

William  R.  Baldwin  still  serves  as  a  member  of  the  corporation 
of  The  New  England  College  of  Optometry,  and  remains  a 
valuable  advisor  to  the  College.  His  reputation,  accomplish- 
ments, and  commitment  to  helping  others,  are  an  inspiration 
to  the  profession,  and  an  effective  example  of  how  one  man 
can  achieve  great  goals.

College  Offers  Board  Review  Program 

In  June  1995  the  Office  of  Minority  Student  Services  and  the  Division  of  Academic  Affairs,  designed  a  National  Board 
Review  Program  for  graduates  who  have  not,  as  yet,  succeeded  with  the  National  Board  Examination. 
The  pilot  program  was  launched  on  January  2,  1996.  Thirteen  participants  attended  the  five-day  program.  It  is  hoped  that 
a  successor  of  this  pilot  will  he  offered  on  an  on-going  basis  through  a  seminar  series  for  students  who  want  preparation  in 
taking  the  National  Board  Examination.

You  may  wish  to  make  a  substantial  gift  to  The  New 
England  College  of  Optometry  but  feel  you  cannot  afford  to 
give  up  the  annual  income  presently  being  produced  by  the 
asset.  The  Planned  Giving  Program  offers  a  number  of  alter- 
natives for  making  such  a  gift  while  generating  lifelong 
income  for  you  and  your  spouse. 

You  can  transfer  assets  such  as  stocks,  bonds  or  appreciated 
property  to  a  trust  that  will  provide  lifelong  income  for  you 
and/or  another  beneficiary,  as  well  as  income  deduction  and 
estate  savings.

Dr.  Eugene  F  Seavey  '24 


Dr.  Joseph  A.  Craven  '43 


Dr  Eugene  F.  Seavey,  93  years  old,  passed  away  in 
Sarasota,  Florida  on  August  6,  1995.  He  was  born  in 
Wakefield,  Massachusetts  where  he  resided  for  71  years. 
After  a  career  spanning  48  years,  he  and  his  late  wife 
Elizabeth  retired  to  Sarasota,  Florida. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  class  of  1924  and  the  oldest 
alumnus  at  the  time  of  his  passing,  Dr.  Seavey 's  optomet- 
ric  career  started  by  chance  when  he  took  his  mother's 
broken  glasses  to  Harold  Ormsby,  an  optometrist  in 
Wakefield,  for  repair.  On  that  day,  Dr.  Ormsby  offered 
him  a  job.  Dr.  Seavey  accepted  the  position,  earning  a 
dollar  a  day  while  at  night  attending  the  Klein  School  of 
Optics.  He  opened  his  own  practice  in  1925  in  the  Dexter 
Building  across  from  Jordan  Marsh  on  Washington  Street 
in  Boston,  and  a  Wakefield  office  a  few  years  later. 

When  his  father  died  at  a  young  age,  Dr.  Seavey  became 
the  sole  support  of  his  mother  and  younger  sister.  This 
incident  combined  with  the  depression  era,  resulted  in  his 
devotion  to  long  hours  in  the  office.  He  would  work  in 
the  Boston  office  days  and  in  the  Wakefield  office 
evenings.  In  1968,  he  closed  his  Boston  office  and  joined 
his  son,  Forrest  '59,  full-time  in  the  Wakefield  office. 

Dr.  Seavey  was  an  active  church  member,  a  member  of 
the  AOA,  MSO,  and  the  Golden  Rule  Lodge.  He  is  sur- 
vived by  a  son,  Dr.  Forrest  Seavey  '59,  of  Campton,  New 
Hampshire;  a  daughter,  Donna  Elswick  of  North 
Stonington,  Connecticut;  five  grandchildren;  and  four 
great  grandchildren.  He  will  be  sadly  missed  by  the 
optometric  community. 


The  College  is  deeply  saddened  by  the  death  of  Dr. 

Craven  on  October  9,  1995.  Joe  graduated  from  the 
Massachusetts  School  of  Optometry  in  February  '43,  ear- 
lier than  expected  with  the  accelerated  teaching  sched- 
ule implemented  because  of  the  War.  He  passed  the  state 

boards  the  first  time  then  entered  military  service  in 

April  '43.  After  basic  training,  he  served  as  an 

optometrist  in  military  hospitals  in  Tennessee,  Kentucky, 

and  Indiana  until  April  '46.  After  working  for  local 

optometrists,  he  opened  his  own  practice  in  1947  in 
Newton  Centre.  In  the  mid-70's,  he  moved  his  practice  - 

Dr.  Craven  was  very  active  in  organizing  Optometry.  He 

served  as  District  Chairman  of  the  Charles  River 
District,  various  positions  in  the  Massachusetts  Society 
of  Optometrists,  including  President  from  1964  to  1965. 
He  later  served  as  Secretary  from  1966  to  1971.  As  an 
officer  of  the  society,  he  displayed  outstanding  talent  in 
remembering  names.  Not  only  could  he  call  every  mem- 
ber by  name,  he  usually  could  call  the  members'  wives 
and  many  times  even  the  names  of  their  children. 

Joe  was  well  known  throughout  the  country  as  an 

Optometric  leader.  He  served  as  a  member  or  chairman 

of  several  AOA  committees  including  chairperson  for 

the  Boston  AOA  Convention  1966  which  members  still 

mention  today.  He  served  as  an  active  member  and 

eventually  President  of  the  College's  Alumni 

Association.  He  was  the  first  person  to  serve  as  Alumni 

Representative  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  the  early  70's 

and  received  the  Alumnus  of  the  Year  award  in  March 

'95.  Dr.  Craven  will  be  missed  by  all.
